CITY CASES ARE CONTINUED. 


Recorder Broyles Decided to Await 
Decision in Injunction 
Case. 

The cases made by the city against 
State Quarantine Inspectors Frank 
Meador and Tom Lynch, and against 
Puliman Conductors Kettner and Brooks, 
were continued by Recorder Broyles yes- 
terday, until 10:30 o'clock this morning, 
on account of the petition for injunction 
pending before Judge Pendleton, in the 
superior court. 

It was considered that the decision of 
the superior court in the injunction case 
would possibly have some bearing on the 
cases made by the city against these par- 
ties; and for that reason a postponement 
wag granted, : 

Now that the injunction hearing has 
gone over until 3:30. o'clock this after- 
noon, and possibly the decision may be 
still further delayed, it is likely that an- 
other postponement will be granted Dy 
Recorder Broyles. 

The request for a postponement was 
made by Attorney J, D. Kilpatrick, rep- 
resenting the state board of health, and 
Was put on the ground that the action of 
the superior court in the injunction case 
would have some bearing.on the pending 
cases against the defendants. 

City Attorney Mayson opposed a post- 
ponement, urging that Recorder Broyles 
had jurisdiction to try the cases at once, 

Attorney Lamar Rucker, representing 
the Pullman conductors, was anxious for 
a trial in Conductor Kettner’s case, at 
least, because Kettner had been ordered 
out on his run, and was anxious not to 
lose any more time. 

In this connection, City Attorney May- 
son made a statement of the city’s claim 
in the cases against the Pullman con- 
ductors. They had charge of the Cars, 
he said, and it was their duty to be ina 
position to open them when proper de- 
mand was made. 

“We will show that the car was seized 
by piratical methods,’ announced Attor- 
ney Rucker, “and that it was impossible 
for the conductors to comply with the 
demand of the city authorities.’ 

Recorder Broyles then decided to post- 
pone the hearings until this morning, on 
account of the pending injunction suit,

Every jurisdiction of the order is repre- 
sented at the conclave. Grand Sire Riob- 
ert E. Wright, of Allentown, will preside 
at all of the business sessions of «the 


grand lodge and will be at all public 
meetings. 

The opening exercises consisted of an 
address of welcome by Mayor Weaver 
and addresses by Melville KE. Churbuck. 
grand master; Cleon Ctequelais, grand 
patriarch; Miss Annie Morrow, presid- 
dent of the Rebekah assembly, and Major 
General J. Blair Andrews, department 
commander. 

Simultaneously with this ceremony were 
held the prize drills of the patriarchs 
militant in the Second regiment armory. 
Colonel John §. Baltroff, of this city, 
assistant inspector general and secretary 
of the patriarchs militant, was in com- 
mand. The competition was keen and 
prizes were awarded at the conclusion of 
the drills. 

Later in the day competitive degree 
work of lodges, encampments and Re- 
bekah lodges took place in Lulu temple. 


Matters To Be Discussed. 

According to Grand Sire Wright among 
the especially important matters to be 
considered during the conclave is the 
subject of the patriarchs militant branch 
of the order. The test of eligibility to that 
branch is membership in the encamp- 
ment branch, which has about 170,000 
members, about !I12 per cent of whom 
are in the patriarchs militagt. The propo- 
sition is to make membership in the 
subordinate jodges the basis of admission 


to the militant. The total number’ of 
lodge members is 1,300,000. If the change 
be made and the same percentage of 
lodge members go into the militant as 
now go in from the encampment the 
militant branch will reach a membership 
of 200,000. It now has 18,000. It will 
then be the strongest uniformed fraternal 
organization in the world. 

The grand lodge will aiso consider the 
question of extending the order in Porto 
Rico, San Domingo and Scotland. 

The report of Grand Sire Wright shows 
the total subordinate lodge membership 
to be |,217,146, encampment membership 
Rebekah membership 474,059,

645,071. 

Increase in Membership. 

Continuing the report states: 

“The increase in membership of our 
subordinate lodges was 65,724. In the

Carriers State Position in Suit 
af the Waxelbaums, 


— 


In the Litigation Referred to in the 
Pleadings the Macon Firm Sought 
Injunction Conserving Rates 
on Shipments of 
Shoes. 


Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., September’ 18.—(Special.)— 
The Central, the Southern, the Atlantic 
Coast Line, the Seaboard Air Line, the 
Ocean Steamship Company and other 
large carrying corporations filed answer 
to the suit of Waxlebaum & Bro. in the 
federal court here this morning, in which 
the carriers were enjoined from increas- 
ing the shoe rate from eaBtern cities to 
Macon from 85 cents to $1.05 on the hun- 
dred pounds. The railway companies ad- 
mitted apportioning the freights among 
themselves, but deny any illegal combi- 
nation made for the purpose of enforcing 
these rates. 

They deny the charge that a rate of 85 
cents is necessary in order to foster trade 
in this section from larger eastern cities. 
They urge that any rate less than $1.17 
would be abnormally low, and assert that 
Macon was formerly given the 8§-cent 
rate in order to meet competition with 
other carriers who, it is: asserted, had 
planned for low rates from both west and 
east. 

The defendant companies also claim 
that the rate of 85 cents was put on 
over their protest, and that when the in- 
crease was made it was done through 
proper notification and through methods 
provided for by law. It.is asserted in the 
answer filed that other companies had 
arranged to concentrate at a point desig- 
nated until shipments reached car load 
lots, and thug the rate of 85 cents was 
given shippers to this section from: east- 
ern cities. The railroad companies claim 
that they are not in. position to determine 
what effect the change would have on 
traffic and busness with merchants in this 
section. : : 

This case will come up at the fall term 
of the federal court here anq will be 
watched with considerable interest. A 
similar dispute is to be settled in the 
Atlanta federa] courts in October. Both 
Macon and Atlanta have entered the 
courts in an effort to prevent the trans- 
portation companies from increasing the 
shoe rate from eastern markets.

New Science Hall af Athens 
Now Under Way, 


Hon. James M. Smith, After Whom 
the Structure is Named, Made a 
Plea for the Proper Education 
of the Young Women of 
Georgia. 


Athens, Ga., September 18.—(Special.)— 
The first brick in the foundations of 
the James 8. Smith Science hall at the 
State Normal schoo] was laid this morn- 
ing. 

Professor Euler B. Smith presided over 
the meeting. Judge Hamilton Mc Whor- 
ter introduced Colonel James M. Smith, 
of. Oglethorpe, in whose honor the new 
building has been named, and who had 
been asked to lay the first brick in the 
foundations, 

Judge McWhorter said: 

“This will be looked upon as one of the 
mata] days in the history of Georgia 
education. Without notice to the dis- 
tinguished gentleman who wil] address 


you, it was stated.in the papers that he 
would address you on this occasion, and 


he was not aware of the fact until he, 


reached the city this morning. 

“The cause of education is the cause 
of civilization, and as the sun lifts the 
shadow of barbarism, and, therefore, the 
man who contributes: to the cause of edu- 
cation is not only the benefactor of his 
times but also to all those who come 
after him, and chief among Georgia's 
contributors to this great cause is the 
distinguished and great Georgian who 
will now address you. I have the pleas- 
ure, therefore, of introducing to you 4 
man who has by his energy, by his tal- 
ents and by his extraordinary gifts lifted 
himself among the foremost of Georgiands 
and of the south, a friend without gulle, 
true in every fiber, a statesman with- 
out design, the Hon. James M. Smith.”’ 

Colonel Smith’s Address. 

Colonel Smith then addressed the gath- 
ering as follows: 

‘Ladies and Gentlemen: It is needless 
for me to say I appreciate, and appreciate 
very highly, the honor that has been done 
me by the flattering invitation to address 
you today. 

“The establishment of this normal 
school will be referred to by historians as 
an epoch jn the history of Georgia. The 
appropriations which have been made by 
the legislature of Georgia and the Melp 
which you have received otherwise in 
the erection of these new buildings, now 
to take place, wil] be referred to as an- 
other epoch in the history of our statqy 

“The proper education and proper train- 
ing vf the girls and young women of 
Georgia is one of the most important mat- 
ters before the people of this state to- 
day. No country, no state, no communi- 
ty, can rise higher than the yirtue and 
intelligence of-its women. In olden times 
these ideas were not prevalent.

Every 
one knows that she will place in their 
hands the books which wil] give accounts 
of the great and good men and women 
who have lived in past times.

BY SOUTH’S DEVELOPEMENT

“I have read with keen interest the 
suggestions of Mr. John Fritz, of Beth- 
lehem, Pa., in last week’s issue of The 
Manufacturers’ Record, looking to the 
practica] training of southern youth, also 
your edftoria] comment on same I 
thank yon sincerely for an opportunity 
of expressing briefly some thoughts along 
the same line, especially as applied to 
the textile industry. 

“It is a well-known fact that the own-

of superintendents and overseers, owing 
to the woeful lack of native-born men of 
the mecessary ability and experience. 
While these positions pay good salaries 
in comparison with other lines of work, 
the tendency of southern boys has been 
to take up the professions, or lines of 
clerical work, which have been regarded 
through a somewhat false standard of 
socia] position more desirable for boys 


of gentle fearing. 


“Fortunately, this tendency is yielding 
to the broader and more practical oppor- 
tur@ties offered by the rapid industrial 
development of the south, and now quite 
a number of young men of this section 
are combining a practical and technical 
course in textile work which will splen- 
didly equip them to become practical 
manufacturers of cotton facrics. The 
various institutes cf technology through- 
out the southern states are doing a great 
work to this end, and abundant aid and 
encouragement should be extended (to 
them, 

“To my mind, however, the introduc- 
tion of industrial training in the public 
schools of the south is the foundation 
of al] effort in this direction. The great 
importance and necessity of this depart- 
ment in all schools is not that we would 
expect to make artisans or practica] man- 
ufacturers out of all the materia] passing 
through these school shops, but that un- 
dey proper instructors the ‘bent’ of the 
boy is quickly discovered, and if he is 
handy with tools or shows a mechanical 
turn he can be assisted along a line of 
work which will not only become a con- 
genial life vocation, but in nearly all 
cases a profitable and successful one. 

“Thousands of boys yearly accept their 
first employment with no intelligent idea 
in their own minds and with scant advice 
from parents or teachers as to what 
line of work they are best fitted fot. A 
man who might have been a good me- 
chanica}) or electrical engineer becomes 
a poor lawyer or an inferior preacher. 
Again, some bright young fellow who 
could have made a reputation as a rail- 
road, cotton mill or iron ming mana- 
ger spends his life as a ‘machine’ in a 
bank, 

“Hience the work with the hands as 
wel] as with the mind, as afforded by a 
good system of manual training, will 
quickly sift out from the others the boys 
with a practical turn, and from them 
we want to get our material to take the 
responsible positions which will crowd 
the great industrial future of the south. 

“Let young men of literary or artistic 
temperament seek congenial lines of 
life employment. Find out the embryo 
doctors and lawyers and let them em- 
brace those professions; but, above ail, 
let the teachers and parents of southern 
boys discover and encourage every lad 
of a practical mind, not with the idea 
that he may some day be the president 
of the United States, but that he may 
be a ‘captain of industry’ in his own 
beloved south. 

“There is no doubt that the admirabie 
suggestion of Mr. Fritz as to the iron 
inrustry, ‘to establish a large iron plant, 
and in connection therewith establish a 
first-class school,’ would be a great ad- 
vantage to the cotton manufacturers in 
the development of necessary skilled 
overseers and foremen if the same prin- 
ciple should be applied to our industry 
and a first-class cotton mill built and 
operated in connection with a schoo] for 
this purpose only. While such a mill 
would not perhaps be a mohey-maker, I 
belieye it could be made self-sustaining. 
It would, of course, have to commence 
with the ordinary force of operatives, but 
gradually its entire ferce of hands could 
be @ade up of textile students who would 
work for little or no pay for two-thirds 
of the usua] mill time, using the balance 
of the day for school work in connection 
with the problems of spinning and weav- 
ing. While the institutes of technology 
have their textile departments, they can- 
not well create the atmosphere or sus- 
tain the discipline of rea] mill life. Such 
a mil] as suggested should have its own 
village, and in every way maintain the 
usual conditions and customs of a first- 
class mill plant. 

“The state of Georgia could make no 
better investment than to establish a 
‘school plant’ of this sort. A mill of 
moderate size would be first erected (so 
constructed as to be enlarged when nec- 
essary) with the idea of giving employ- 
ment and instruction first to such wor- 
‘ey young men as would agree to a 
three-year course, and other help to be 
employed if necessary to keep the miil 
on a self-sustaining basis. 

“Here could be jJearned all that goes to 
equip the up-to-date cotton mill man- 
ager: 

‘‘A thorough knowledge of cotton in the 
staple, its grades, the methods of hand- 
ling, and buying. 

“The principles of steam and electric 
power, 

“A course in the machine shop. 

‘“‘A complete apprenticeship in the vari- 
ous processes of manufacturing cotton 
into cloth. 

“The practical work to be supplemented 
by and correlative with a course of com- 
mercial training in mill ang Office ac- 
counting, ang the principles of merchan- 
dising as applied to the sale of cotton 
goods, both to the domestic and export 
trade. 

“Thus every county in Georgia couid 
train some of its own young men to suc- 
cessful manage a local cotton mill and 
keep at home the profit which now goes 
to other states in the manufacture of its 
principal staple crop. 

“Georgia is today spinning less of aer 
own crop than any other southern cotton 
manufacturing state, and this fact alone 
seems to fully warrant any movement 
looking to the education of her young 
men for this important industry, 

‘Based on last year’s crop, let us for 
a moment see why this is so. At 8 
cents a pound, the 500,000 bales of 
Georgia cotton spun last year by Georgia 
cotton mills Trepresents a valuation of 
$20,000,000: Spun into yarn and clota 
at the conservative per pound value of 
20 cents, it represents a valuation. of 
$50,000,000, an increased valuation of 
$30,000,000 over that of the raw staple. 
Thus, if Georgia spun all of the cotton 
she produces, an increased valuation of 
her 2,000,000-bale crop Would conser- 
vatively be represented by $!20,000,000, 
and, allowing from this amount for ex- 
penditures outside of the state, for 
freights, selling costs and other charges, 
there would still remain to the good 
$100,000.000 to add to the cash of Geor- 
gia, and that annually, instead of the 
$25,000,000 represented by our present 
stage of development in cotton manufac- 
turing. 

“Money is plentifyl in the south, and 
capital is always eager for a safe in- 
vestment, but trained practical men to 
successfully create dividends are scarce. 
ana it is in this direction that the at- 
tention of the leaders in Georgia’s devel- 
opment shoulg be engaged.”

Atlanta Always Immune. 

In concluding the answer of the city 
board, it was declared tha: Atlanta had 
alWays been regarded as immune from 
yellow fever, as ‘no epidemic had ever 
occurred here or existed here. There had 
been frequent epidemics of yellow fever at 
various points in the south, but Atlanta 
had never quarantined, but on the other 
hand hag always invited parties from 
such points to come to this city. On 
several occasions cases of yellow fever 
developed in Atlanta, but no case had 
ever been contracted here, nor had it 
ever spread. There had never been any 
demand fora quarantine until this time. 
The city board of health was fully pre- 
pared and equipped with money and 
other means to fully protect the health 
of the city of Atlanta, and it demanded 
the right to do so without interference 
from the state board or any One else. 


City Wants An Injunction, 

The city in its ‘answer then presented 
a counter petition for injunction against 
the state board, asking first, that the 
state boafa be enjoined from supersed- 
ing Ox attempting to supersede the city 
board or its rules and regulations.

In addition to the foregoing, the city 
filed a demurrer to the state board's 
bill, asserting that its allegations were 
insufficient to entitle the State board to 
the relief asked for: ~ that there were 
no grounds for equitable interférénce as 
the plaintiffs, if the defendants had ex- 
ceeded their pawer, had ful] remedy at 
law; that the petitioners had no right 
to sue in their own name as they have 
no corporate’ authority; that the suit 
should have been brought against the 
city of Atlanta, ag the city board of 
health is not a corporate body and that 
the state board had no authority to su- 
persede the local board. 

City Attorney Mayson demanded proof 
of the resolution of the state tpard of 
health regarding the locking of passen- 
ger cars passing. through the state, 
Copies of extracts from the state board's 
minutes were produced, showing how and 
by what’ authority this regulation had 
been adopted. 


A Question of Law. 

In view of the demurrer and answer of 
the city; Attorney General Hart said it 
appeared to him the whole case was 
purely a question of law, and involved 
the construction of the law undgr which 
the state board was created and given 
certain powers and authority.

Judge Pendleton stated from the bench 
that the question involved was substan- 
tially a question of law. 

City Attorney Mayson then read a 
number of affidavits from City Health 
Officer J. P. Kennedy, Mayor Wood- 
ward and others. : 

Atlanta”s reputation ag a point immune 
from yellow fever, was of great value 
to the city, it was asserted by Br. Ken- 
nedy, and any injury to this geputation 
would cause the city to suffer great loss. 

Mayor Woodward admitted having in- 
vited refugees to come to Atlanta, but 
said he considered the city had the right 
to entertain and to protect any persons 
it saw fit to receive. 

These affidavits went in detail into the 
history of the quarantine and anti-quar- 
antine situation. Dr. L. P. Rouglin, in 
his affidavit, denied he had interfered 
with the state quarantine inspectors, but 
declared the state’s inspectors had in- 
terfered with him in carrying out his du- 
ties. 

Other city inspectors, in affidavits, de- 
clared they had never in anywise in- 
terfered with the state quafantine in- 
spectors. 

It was asserted that the action of the 
state board in locking the car doors was 
directed wholly against Atlanta, since 
these car doors were not locked until the 
trains were near Atlanta. It was also 
asserted that refugees from the yellow 
fever districts had come into Atlanta

This was followed by the reading of 
the formal] acceptance by the Louisville 
and Nashville and the Atlantic Coast 
Line railroads of the Waverly place con- 
tract. 

A communication from the American- 
DeForrest Wireless Telegraph Company 
was also read and referred to the com- 
mittee on parks and the committee on 
public buildings and grounds. This pe- 
tition asked the privilege of establish- 
ing a wireless telegraphy station at Pied- 
mont park and maintaining it there for 
a period of twenty years. 


The appointment of the assistant license 
inspector was then taken up and ratified 
without debate. The same course was 
taken with the ordinances raising the 
salaries of the assistant city attorney, 
the aity tax collector and the commis- 
sioner of public works, these ordinances 
being in accordance with the recent 
charter amendments. 

An ordinance by Councilman Wikle was 
adopted declaring the ailanthus, or tree 
of heaven, to be a nuisance, and impos- 
ing a fine of not more than $60 or less 
than $5 on any property owner who 
hould fail to destroy one of these trees 
on his jand after twelve hours’ notice 
from any sanitary inspector. 

Electric Signs Permissible. 

The ordinance permitting the erection 
of electric signs was also adopted. This 
ordinance was framed by the ordinance 
committee as a result of a petition signed 
by nearly every merchant or firm on 
Whitehall and Peachtree streets. In this 
petition the merchants promised, if given 
permission, to erect illuminated signs 
along these streets such 4s make tho 
main ‘business thoroughfare of all big 
cities so brilliant by night. 

The resolution by Councilman Bagiey 
appropriating $1,500 to complete the re- 
pair of the Peachtree street asphalt was 
adopted without debate, the vote being 
unanimous, 

Jack Prince’s petition for the lease of 
the coliseum provoked the most extended 
debate of the meeting. Councilman Cur- 
tis made repeated efforts to have the 
matter referred to committees, but the 
resolution offered by Councilman Oldé- 
know was finally adopted with some 
amendments. 

Prince was present, and addressed 
council, explaining just what he wanted. 
He said that he desired to put a ten- 
lap track in the coliseum, and that every 
fall, winter and spring he would have 
bicycle races there, notably this winter, 
when many of the fastest men in Eu- 
rope would come over when Walthour re- 
turns from France. 

The resolution granting him the three- 
vear lease was adopted, the conditions 
being that he pay 12% per cent of gate 
receipts as rental, that he so arrange 
the track that a section of the back 
stretch could be removed, that he stand 
ready and willing to turn over the bull i- 
ing for fair or exposition uses on sixty 
days’ notice by the city, and that if he 
failed to have racing there for six con- 
secutive months the lease should be 
voia

MINISTERS. FIGHT 
POOL SELLING 


Oppose Belling on Races al 
the Stale Fair 


‘Ask Grand Jury to Return Indict- 
 meants Against Violators of Law. 
Attorney Employed to See 
That Lawe Are Enforced 
or Repealed. 


The ministers of Atianta propose to 
make e strenuous fight on pool selling at 
the state fair this fall, and the campaign 
was begun yesterday morning when the 
Baptist and Presbyterian ministers nass- 
ed resolutions providing for the employ- 
ment of an attorney to break up the noo] 
selling. 

The Atlanta ministers will ask the 
preachers of all denominations in 41 
sections of the state to join in the 
movement to keep the Hd down tight. 
The governor and the superior -sourt 
judge will be asked to call a session of 
the grand jury during the race meet at 
the fair in order that those who sel! 
pools at the fair may be indicted and 
the laws on the subject given a com- 
plete test. 

The ministers’ associations will employ 
an attorney to look after their interests. 
and the fight will be waged in earnest. 
The opposition to pool selling is on the 
ground that the state laws should be en- 
forced or repealed. It is declared hat 
there is a law against gaming, and that 
the suspension of- a city ordinance on 
the subject cannot annul the state Jaw. 

Dr. John E. White, pastor of the Jec- 
ond Baptist church, who is one of the 
leaders in the fight to close the lid, said 
yesterday, in speaking of the matt:#1r: 

“The attention of the woFld has been 
attracted by the successful maintainance 
Of the principle in severa] states that the 
laws are either to be enforced or repealed 
It is a sound position, the only position 
for execution to take. Public sentiment 
will support that principle everywhere 
has opportunity. 

“For several years the law on the 
statute books of WNeorgia against the 
maintainance and operation of gaming, 
places has been set aside by the manage- 
ment of fairs at Pledmont park. A 
gaming place has been operated there 
by the selling of pools on the races. With 
a law against it in plain view gambling 
has been carried on openly. 

“It is proposed to continue this defi- 
ance of the law during the approaching 
state fair. It is a state law. The «city 
council by suspending its own ordinance, 
whieh it seems ready to do at any tima, 
cannot suspend it. 

“The time has come when_ Georgia 
should demonstrate that she is not less 
loyal to her laws than Missouri. The 
time has come when the issue must be 
drawn to this point. Have we a law 
against gambling places, and if we nave 
why not enforce it? 

“If the law is not approved by public 
sentiment we ought to know it, and re- 
peal it. The presumption is that the pub- 
lic conscience of Georgia does support 
this law, or the ever organized, ever 
vigilant forces of sympathy with the 
gambling profession would have secured 
its repeal. 

‘The state fair management, it is fair 
to suppose, wants to benefit -Georzia. 
Fairs and expositions are to be encour- 
aged. But must they become law bregk- 
ers or law evaders in promoting the 
fair? Is that a patriotic business? Arse 
they not doing Georgia a serious nurt? 
Is it impossible to have a great. fair 
without gambling, without violating the 
law? We do not believe it. If it is a 
question .between the sacred law and 
what is called a successful fair, we ap- 
peal to the governor, to the grand jury, 
to the best people of Georgia in behalf 
of the law. We do not here. raise the 
moral question whether gambling is an 
evil or not. There is a time and place 
for that. We appeal for Georgia ‘aw, 
against a plain, deliberate determination 
to override it.”

(From Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
The lack of buying orders, followed by 

the free offerings of new crop crude 
earlier than expected, caused free sell-

‘oil. This, with the withdrawal of sup- 
port from the leading refiners, who had 
previously ‘‘sat upon the lid” and sus- 
‘sined the market, prices, aS a matter 
of course began a downward course, 
showing a decline of 2c to 3c for the 
week, but recovered a fraction at the 
elose. All sorts of speculations are in- 
dulged in to explain this sudden sol- 
lapse in prices of cotton oil.
